the resident agent at St. Paul. They came here en- 
tirely upon their own responsibility; and contrary to 
Mr. Fosrzr’s wishes. Their number is thirteen, and 
they brought with themten ‘young braves, making in 
all twenty-three, 

A council was held in ‘the sitlingroom of the 
American House, which apartment they retained 
possession of during their sqjourn here, . They 
demanded. to be sent to Washington, where 
they might see the Great Father, and arrange 
a treaty with him, The President was telegraphed 
upon the subject of their visit,-and- did not seem 
very desirous to. see them, but finally consented 
¢o receive them, provided they would bear the ex- 
penses of the trip, the money to be deducted from 
their annuities. Having agreed . to: this. proposition, 
Mr. Tuompson sent the young men’ home*again, and 
with the Chiefs left for Washington, where he and his 
charge aré now sojourning. The appearance of 
these savages at the seat of Government, it is to be 
hoped, will give the President ‘an.adequate con- 
ception of the degree of degradation to which this 
race has fallen. They will appear-under very un- 
favorabie circumstances for them, inasmuch as their 
annuities being delayed, they were almost destizute 
of decent wearing apparel, The noble “red man of 
the forest,” of whom we usea torvead in our school 
days, is non est, although not particularly hon-est ; and 
having seen the. animal as he is,.I propose giving a 
brief description of one of the principal Cniefs in the 
number just referredto, His name being interpreted, 
means “ The sun nearest the sky,” and he is Hole- 
in-the-Day’s right bower. In stature he is above six 
feet, firmly and compactly built, and evidently pos- 
sesses great strength, ‘He has aclear, sharp biack 
eye, and scrutinizes most closely everything that 
transpires about him, yet keeps his counsel to him- 
self, He is a shrewd and dangerous man, and as he 
slisin silence smoking his “ kinnikinick;” and a:- 
swers your salutation by a gruntor slight shake of his 
head, tnere is an unmistakable sinister expression 
fits across his countenance, so full of melignity that 
it would do credit to Belzebub himself. 

He is painted in full, in the most disgusting style, 
and after the most approved war fashion. His hair is 
parted in the middie, and the seam streaked with 
vermillion; his copper-colored cheeks are daubed 
over with bright yellow, and the cheek bones re- 
Meved by a dash of deep orange, while the full of the 
cheek for about two iaches square is covered with 
black lines, as though it were tattooed, and the lids of 
his eyes are painted bright green. 

He wears a shabby white blanket, always wrapped 
closely about him, snd a hood of the same materia 
covers his head. His moccasins.are elk-skin, and 
from the lowerend of sis dirty leggins depends a 
piece of a wolf’s tail, and any number of little pieced 
of tin, tied in such @ Way as to jingle when he walks, 
This man is one of the best specimens, yet so de- 
graded and filthy in their habits have they become, 
that an hour with a band ef genuine Prairie Indians 
is enough to convince any.impartial mind that they 
do not possess in the slightest degree the elements or 
essence of civilization,

A Cavairy Skirmish—Alleged Miscenduct of 
an Officer.

The busy work of preparation fer future opera- 

tions is still going on, and the ever-watchful super- 
viston of the com manding r seoms to be -every- 
where felt, and the whole command, as it should be, 
is infused with his energy, 

Of legitimate current views there is buat ‘little con- 

cerning this army at the present time, The-recent 
favorable spell of weather has perceptibly improved 
the condition of the roads, and, consequently, the 
spirits of both officers cnd men are proportionately 
elevated. Dwelling in hute, surrounded by @ séa of 
mud, may appear to be very romantio—on paper— 
to some folks, but the romance of thie kind of -exist- 
ence with the soldiers soon wears away, and to them 
any change must necessarily be for the better; they 
therefore hail with delight, as « positive relief, the 
opportunity once more to practice their drill which 
the recent change of weather has afforded them. For 
the last three months, the time of the sdidier has 
passed heavily enough, with the long Winter nights, 
and little else to relieve the monotony of his life but 
stereotyped guard duty, It is to be hoped, however, 
for a time at least, that the weatner clerk will smile 
propitiously upon our army, and not interrupt the 
regular routine of camp life, which ‘has been again 
reinaugurated. The mud has not all disappeared, but 
the nuisance is so far abated, that at some pointe'it is 
possible to manaq@uvre a brigade, and consequently the 
occasion has been improved by commanders, to ex- 
ercise their men in military evolutions.

Fontazss Momnzoz, Saturday, Feb, 28, 1863. 

The British war steamer Peirel arrived in Hamp- 
ton Roads last night and anchored a short distance 
from the United States gunboat Mystic, After draop- 
ping anchor her crew sang “ God Save the Queen,” 
and concluded by maliciously singing “ Dixie’s 
Land,” giving expressive vigor to the chorus, “In 
Dizie’s Land Pil take my Stand, and ever shall de- 
fend her,” intending emphatically that it should be 
heard by those on board the Mystic. Comment is un- 
necessary. The conduct of a mass of blockhead 
sailors is not worth noticing, but that of their officers 
in allowing their insolence is contemotioie. That 
ene great Power should rejoice in the weakening 
of another great Power is natural, and the sympathy 
of England with our rebeis is thus easily accounted 
for. We have seen with indifference the fra- 
ternization of English navy officers, at Norfolk, 
with secession families ; we have heard with some in- 
dignation of their carrying news of our plans to 
rebel ports, but decidedly object to rebel songs being 
blurted In. our.faces,. The more the crew of the 
Petrel keep away from our sailors here, the better it 
-will be for their health. 

The able and courteous Military Governor of Nor- 
folk, Gea. Vieuz, je adding daily to the good will 
entertained toward him by both Union men and Se- 
cessionists. He maintains thoroughly the rights of 
the former, and tempers his firmness toward the latter

She asked why he had imprisoned a bright 
mulatto giri belonging to her, stating that as 
her other slaves had fied, and her rents could not be 
collected, she bad Little other means of sppport be- 
yond the wages. the gi:] earned. “ Are you not aware, 
Madam,” sald the General, “of the mode in which 
your girl: earns the money youconsume?t” The lady. 
‘coloring, evaded a direct reply by observing that she 
hired her out as a servant to the woman with whom 
she lived, Closer questioning developed a stammer- 
ing confession that she was perfectly conscious of the 
girl's degradation, and basely lived in idleness upon 
her disgraceful earnings. She silently departed with- 
out pursuing her request. This is no novelty. The 
same facts may be multiplied in every: city of the 
Slave States. This woman has a pew in church, and 
is naturally no worse than the majority of mankind.

manner, they would be served the same.

Lam now feeding some one hundred of these fam- 
ilies, who, with their: women and children, some 
gtay-haired men, and even cripples upon crutches, 
were driven out, and found their way here through 
the. woeds,and by-ways, without food or shelter. 
Ali this was done for the simpie reason that they were 
Union men, or that they had brothers or relations in 
our army, 

The statements of these people are almost beyond 
belief, did we not have the evidence before us, I am 
‘informed by them that there are hundreds of loyal 
men and women in the woods of Alabama, waiting 
for an opporiunity to escape,
